12 Slui Nariman , the Legal Adviser to the Port l rust, has 
opposed this claim and has rightly pointed out that under thc 
provisions of section 36A (1 ) of the Industrial Disputer Act , 
it is the Government which has to decide whcther a parti 
cular doubl or dilliculty with regard to the interpretation of 
an award should be referred to a Tribunal or not. This is. 
borne out by the language of section 36A (1) which provides 
as follows: 


" If , in the opinion of the appropriate Government, any 

difficulty or doubt ariscs as to the Interpretation of 
any provision of an award or settlement , it may refer 
the question to such Labour Court, Tribunal or 
National Tribunal as it may think fit." 


5 . After the award was made and published , the employers 
desired their Chief Engineer to recomiend which of the cate 
gories of workmen employed on the flotillag should , having 
regard to the nature of their duties , be supplied with free 
uniforiny bearing in mind thc principles governing the grant 
of free uniforms as lald down by the learned Adjudicator . 
The Chief Engineer by his report dated 17th January 1959 
specified the different categories of workmen who were entit 
led to uniformy. With regard to the categorics of masters, 
mates and seacunnics the Chief Engineer was of the opinion 
that they were not covered by any of the principles govern 
ing the grant of uniforms laid down in the award. Ic wag 
of the opinion that if the directions of thc Tribunal were to 
be strictly followed then these categorics would not qualify 
for uniforms. However , in view of the comparatively small 
number of employees in these categorics, he recommended 
that they should also be supplied with free uniforms as their 
exclusion was likely to give rise to discontent among the 
staff and since the whole of the crew working under these 
men would be provided with uniforms they may not be able 
to command thc respect and attention due to them if they 
WCTC not provided with uniforms as is being done in the case 
of their counter parts in the Deputy Conscrvator s Depart 
ment, 

6 With regard to the three categoricy under reference of 
cooks, boy , and bhandaries, the Chief Engincer was of the 
opinion that they also were not covered by any of the three 
principles laid down in the award, " if a rigid interpretation 
was imposed ." Ilowever, he was of the opinion that conside 
vations of hyglene and clcanliness required that the incun 
bents of thcsc posts should have clean clothes always; as such 
hc recommended that they also be provided with uniforms. 

7 . The Chief Accountant of the Port Trust, to whom the 
recommendations of the Chief Engineer were referred , by his 
note dated 16th February 1959, observed with regard to mat 
ters, matcs and scacunnies that it would be for consideration 
whether in view of the comparatively small number of emp 
loyees in there categories and the fact that similar categories 
In the Port Department are already being supplied with free 
uniforms whether these categories should not also be supplied 
with free uniforms as recommended by the Chief Engineer . 


In my opinion the words, " if in the opinion of the appro 
priate Government" , makes it abundantly clear that it [8 for 
the appropriate Governinent to decide whether any difficulty 
or doubt existy ay to the interpretation of any provision of 
an award or settlement and whcthcr thc same should be 
rcferiod for intcrprctation to a Tribunal, In the ultimate 
analysis the doubt or difficulty in that of the Government as 
under the scheme of the Act it is the responsibility of the 
Government to enforce the implementaʻion of an award . 


19 . In my opinion , it is completely within the power of 
the Government to decide that doubts or difficulties do exist 
with regard to the interpretation of the provisions of an 
award or settlement with regard to its application to certain 
categories of employee and not with regard to some other 
and this is exactly what the Government has done in this 
casc . Alter considering the submissions of both parties the 
Government was of thc opinion that a doubt or difficulty 
exlated only with regard to that portion of the directions in 
the award relating to the grant of uniforms to the categorles 
consisting of boys, cooks and bhandaries and not with regard 
to masters, mates and seacunnics and it has therefore refer 
rcd the question of the former three categories to mc. IF 
Shri Maitra s contention were to be accepted , then Govern 
ment would have no discretion at all with regard to which 
inatters to refer or not to refer for interpretation to the Tri 
bunal under section 86A ( 1). Such an interpretation would 
reduce the opening words of the section " if in the opinion of 
the appropriate Government" as having no meaning what 
never which would be against recognised principles of con 
struction or statutes. If I were to consider the cases of mag 
ters, mates and seacunnics I would be travelling beyond the 
scope of this reference and would thereby cxcceding my juris 
diction . I, therefore , reject thc contention of Slui Maitra 
and shall confine my decision to the cascs of boys, cooks and 
bhandaries only . 


8 . With regard to cooks, boys and bhandaries, the Chief 
Accountant was of the opinion that the clothes of the men 
belonging to these categories get soilcd in the course of their 
duties and that principle 3 in paragraph 45 of the award 
would be applicable to thcir casc . He therefore observed , 
" there is, therefore , no objection to the proposedl free supply 
of uniforms," 


9 . It appears that the matter was then placed before the 
Committee of the Port Trust which by Resolution No. 229 
dated 10th March 1959 resolved that the directions in the 
award should be strictly construed It, therefore , did not 
agret that mastere, maten, seacunnies, cookg, boys and bhan 
daries should be jaşued uniforms, 


11, Thc rcpresentatives of both the unions have argued 
that boys, cooks and bhandarics are entitled to free supply 
of uniforms as they are covered by principle 3 laid down in 
paragraph 45 of the award , Principle 3 is as follows: 
“ Those whone nature of work soil their clothes and 

reduce their life," 


10 , The Bombay Port Trust General Workers Union there 
upon approached the Government and its claim was that 
under the directions contained in paragraph 45 of the award , 
masters, mates, seacunnies, cooks, boys and bhandaries emp. 
loyed under the Chief Engincer in thc flotilla were entitled 
to uniforms. Certain correspondence enqued between the 
union and the Government and the Government by its letter 
No . 28186 |59 |LRIV dated 12th February 1960 advised the 
union that , " having regard to the principles laid down in the 
award of the Tribunal, it id considered that the seacunnles, 
mates and masters arc not entitled to uniform . It is, there 
forc , not considered necessary to refer their case to a Tribu 
nal" . Government, however , was of the opinion that a doubt 
had arisen as to the interprctation of paragraph 45 of the 
award with regard to the supply of uniforms to boys, cooks 
and bhandaries employed under the Chicf Enginccr s lotilla 
and accordingly by the aforesaid Order of 18th January 1960 , 
rcfcrred to the question of interpretation for decision to this 
Tribunal. 


11 . Before dealing with the reference on its merits, it is 
necessary to dispose of a claim made on behalf of masters, 
mates and seacunnics in the statement of claim of the Bom 
bay Port Trust General Workers Union . It is clained by 
Shri S Maltra , General Secretary of the union that under 
this reference the Tribunal should also consider the question 
whether inauters, mates and seacunnies are also entitled to 
uniforms under the directions contained in paragraph 45 of 
the award . His argument is that it is the jurisdiction of the 
Tribunal to interpret a particular direction contained in an 
award and that when any party to the award raises doubts 
and difficultics as regards the correct interpretation of the 
award with regard to certain categorics, it is incumbent on 
the Government to refer the question in its entirety for inter 
prctation to the Tribunal. Whilst conceding that it is for 
the Government to decide whether a doubt or difficulty cxists 
with regard to the interpretation of any provision of an 
award or settlement, he has argued that Government has no 
powers to give its own interpretation to any part of a settle 
ment or award . According to him because the union had 
claimed that under the instant award masters, mates , sea 
cunnlęs , boys , cook , and bhandarics were entitled to uniforms 


15 The Bombay Port Trust General Workcrs Union in its 
statcincnt of claim has stated that the clothes of the work 
men of these three categorics get soiled by the very nature of 
their duties, which is not denied by the Port Trust . Shri 
S . D . Nailman , the Legal Adviser for the Port Trust has, 
however, argued that though their clothes do get soiled by 
the very nature of their duties these three categories of work 
men would not be entitled to uniforms, unless it is also shown 
by the union that such soiling reduces the life of their 
clother. The representatives of the unions have argued that 
the very act of soiling the clothes would reduce the life of 
the clothes because it would ncccssarily require the clothes 
to be washed more often , thus reducing their life, Shri 
Deshmukh hag argued that the word " and" in principle % 
should be interpreted as meaning " therefore " or " thereby " . 
Shri Nariman , on the other hand has argued that the direc 
tion should be strictly construcd and that no additional words 
should be read into the directions which are not there . For 
that proposition he has relied upon the decision of the 
Hon ble Privy Council in the case of Shrimati Renula Bose 
vs. Manmatha Nath Bose and others, respondents [ 1945 AIR 
( P .C .) page 108 ] where his Lordship the Chief Justice Lord 
Goddard observed, “ it is contrary to all rules of construction 
to rcad words into an Act which are not there, unless It is 
absolutely necessary to do 80 ." He has also relied upon a 
judgment of the Calcutta High Court in the case of the Cor . 
poration of Calcutia , appellant vs. the Province of Bengal 
respondent (AIR . 1940 Calcutta page 47) where it was obser 
ved , " it is a fundamental principle of construction that ordi 
narily words should not be added to a statute . It is also a 
fundamental principle that ordinarily words used by the 
Legislature are not to be ignored . No portion of a statutory 
enactment ought to be disregarded and every word used 
should , if posible , be glven etfcct to . It is only when there 
is a manifest absurdity or inconsistency that the paste and 
scissor incthod is to be applied ."
